In  most  universities  around  the  world 
the  cry  of  student  activism  is  in  vogue.  In 
attempting  to  access  and  pronounce  some 
type  of  interpretive  judgement,  the  scholar 
sees  some  beneficial  consequences  from  such 
activitism  but  not  without  a considerable 
amount  of  disruptive  confusion. 

This  effort  on  the  part  of  students  in 
Chechoslovakia  aided  in  toppling  a Stalin- 
istic  government  to  a more  democratic  rule 
where  freedom  of  si>eech  and  press  is  being 
experienced  for  the  first  time  since  World 
War  11. 

Students  in  Indonesia  a few  years  back 
also  led  the  populace  in  uprooting  a corrupt 
and  Chinese  Communist  leaning  Govern- 
ment that  witnessed  the  undentable  Su- 
karno fall  from  national  grace. 

Students  made  vain  efforts  of  protest  in 
Poland,  Greece,  Brazil,  and  Spain  against 
alleged  totalitarian  polices  of  these  respec- 
tive governments. 

But  where  the  motives  are  not  nearly 
as  apparent,  students  appear  just  as  con- 
vinced in  the  worthiness  of  their  cause. 

In  Italy,  France,  West  Germany,  Japan, 
and  the  L^S.  such  demonstrations  seem  to 
take  on  this  seemingly  indefinable  nature. 

Such  publications  as  Time,  Life,  News- 
week, and  the  Christian  Science  Monitor 
have  done  some  analysis  as  to  the  motives 
of  the  recent  examples  of  student  unrest  in 
this  nation  and  the  world  in  general. 

New^sweek  pointed  out  that  in  the  case 
of  most  American  universities  the  most  in- 
telligent students  with  good  academic  re- 
cords have  spearheaded  these  protest  move- 
ments. But  their  efforts  have  been  maiTed 
by  outside  interference  and  a low  grade  of 
students  within  the  university  that  are 
violent  prone. 

Christian  Science  Monitor  indicated 
that  there  is  a serious  communicative  gap 
between  the  students  and  the  administra- 
tors who  profess  to  serve  the  best  interests 
of  the  students. 

The  Monitor  went  on  to  say  that  what- 
ever line  of  dialogue  existed  prior  to  student 
demonstrations  was  quickly  severed  by  both 
student  and  administrator  once  the  trouble 
began. 

The  pride  and  obstinacy  of  both  made 
any  further  attempts  toward  an  under- 
standing nearly  futile. 

Time  didn’t  say  a great  deal  as  to  the 
origin  of  the  problem,  but  did  a proficient 
job  in  reporting  the  fact  that  there  have 
been  a great  deal  of  student  agitation  lately. 

Newsweek  felt  that  students  in  the  U.S. 
and  Western  Europe  seemed  to  be  protest- 
ing against  a sj'stem  that  is  impei'sonal  and 
corrupt. 

The  indication  is  that  some  of  the  mater- 
ial values  exhibited  by  current  society  may
